DX IN FLORIDA 
By C. Bolvin, W4LVV 


Where, or where has my “Dog 
Xray” gone? Well, mostly, it 


has gone to 40 and 80 meters, 
unless you are one of the lucky 
DXers who can stay at the rig 
during the daylight hours. 10, 15 
and 20, although erratic, can and 
do have excellent openings from 
about 1100 to 2200 GMT. During 
the night hours, the low bands 
produce a fair showing. With a 
reasonably good antenna and a 
quiet location, the Asians are 
there to be worked. There is one 
small blessing in such condi- 
tions: In some quiet rare loca- 
tions, 40 and 80 is used commonly 
to maintain regular skeds, par- 
ticularly between islands of a 
group, or between an island and 
the mainland. These _ stations 
sometimes have no equipment for 
the higher bands. Also, many 
rare stations have receivers of 
rather ancient vintage, often sur- 
plus units covering 2 to 12 or 2 
to 18 megacycles. Most of these 
are quite good on the low bands, 
but either do not cover, or are 
undependable on higher frequen- 
cies. The trick to working them 
is first, to get your own rig up to 
par and second, to watch the bul- 
letins for frequencies and operat- 
ing times. 


For Florida DXers, a new bul- 
letin, the Florida DX Report, is in 
the mill. W4CKB, the new Secre- 
tary of the Florida DX Club, has 
begun an ambitious project of 
getting out monthly, a dx bulle- 
tin devoted primarily to Florid- 
ians. A recent revision to Florida 
DX Club membership require- 
ments setting up an Associate 
grade (less than DXCC but work- 
ing toward it) allows for a 
slightly less exclusive situation. 
Interested OXers should contact 
Bev direct for information on 
both the Fla. DX Report and the 
Fle. DX Club. For really late 
and up to the minute data, Sun-

day morning at 1500 on 7210, 
Fla. DXers can check into the 
DX Club Net. Although primarily 
on SSB, the NCS also watches 
for CW and AM stations.

If the 
starting figure were 210, then 
that station would have to work 
and confirm 50 new ones to make 
50 per cent. To those who have 
climbed the DXCC ladder very 
far, it is a well known fact that 
the rise time resembles the 
charging curve on a capacitor! To 
Ed Cushing, W4QVJ of Jax, goes 
the credit for working up this 
one. He has also donated quite 
a nice prize for the winner, and 
it looks as though there will be 
additional prizes for second and 
third place. W4CKB will be glad 
to supply full info when you 
write for the other dope previous- 
ly mentioned.

MOONBOUNCE 


The Navy has a moonbounce 
system between Washington, D.C. 
and Hawaii. This is one of the 
first permanent moonbounce sys- 
tems in the world. Either CW, 
Teletype, or facsimile are used. 
The power input is 100 KW feed- 
ing an 84 foot parabolic antenna 
at 400 megacycles. The system, 
of course is unaffected by mag- 
netic storms, but is usable only 
when the moon is in the proper 
position—five to ten hours a day. 
The signal takes 2% seconds to 
make the 480,000 mile round trip.

“OCK” AND “ISH” ON 96 
1215-1300 Mc BAND 
By

Lloyd A. Proebsting, K4ISH 
A FIRST 

Early in November 1961 a tele- 
phone call to K4ISH from K4- 
OCK set in motion the machin- 
ery and burining of “midnight 
oil” that was to result in what 
is believed to be first amateur 
1215me contact in Florida and 
known to be the first in South- 
east Florida. This contact was 
made on AM over a 15 mile 
path using surplus equipment to 
be described later. The contact 
was initated on November 30, 
1961 at 2015EST and lasted until 
2130 EST. Subsequent contacts 
occured on preceeding evening 
with phone patch verifications 
from W4NVF and W4VBQ. W4- 
UPS was present in K4ISHs 
shack during a 40 minute QSO 
on November 7, 1961. 
TRANSMITTER & RECEIVER 

APX/6 transponders were pro- 
cured locally at under $10,00 
each. There are no more avail- 
able at the original source but 
the authors have made contact 
with Jacwin Electronics, 620 N. 
EK. 125th St., North Miami, Flor- 
ida who promises to have the 
units shortly complete with tubes 
at under $10.00 per unit. 

The AN/APX-6 is an IFF unit 
that was used during the Ko- 
rean War and have since been 
declared Surplus and obsolete. 
Every thing is in the unit to 
make the conversion as purchas- 
ed except for a modulator and 
power supply. A 15 watt modula- 
tor is required and power sup- 
ply capable of 300 volts at 150 
ma, 

The original conversion infor- 
mation regarding this unit ap- 
peared in Sept, 1960 QST. This 
information is only basic and 
leaves a great many questions 
unexplained and .unanswered. 
There are several major omis- 
sions and errors in the article. 


If interest warrant, a future 
issue of this magazine will car- 
ry complete step by step con- 
version information regarding 
the AN/APX-6 and further in- 
fo about the test equipment 
made up by the authors to spot 
check the frequency and output 
strength of the completed units. 
Since the authors had no fre- 
quency checking equipment that 
would go into the micro wave 
spectrum a simple lecher wire 
and field strength indicator was 
constructed and it was most 
gratifying to make the frequen- 
cy check. By carefully measur- 


ing the distance between the two 
nulls with a centimeter scale 
and computing mathematically 
we were able to fix our fre- 
quency to plus or minus 1 me. 
Geographical location prohib- 
ited a telephone call to slove 
the many problems necessary to 
get the APX-6’s on the air. 
Therefore it was mandatory 
that the authors “lived” with 
these units and burnt up much 
of that so called “midnight oil,” 
for a period of 10 to 15 days 
and probably can now modestly 
state that they know what it 
does and does not require to re- 
sult in a successful operation on 
1220 me. 
ANTENNA 


Antennas’ used for the initial 
contacts were cyclinercial horns 
and for the want of a horn of 
approximately 1 gallon size we 
chose the closest thing at hand 
which just happened to be ““Ame- 
co 5 qt. oil cans. The driven 
element was constructed from 
No. 12 wire exactly 6.15 cm 
long or 1/4 wave length on 
1220 mc. This element is placed 
in the horn (5 Qt. Ameco Oil 
can) in the vertical plane 6.15 
em from the rear of the horn. 
Gain of this antenna is about 
6 dlb. Since this type of antenna 
produced gain through compres- 
sion of the “E” plane, it would 
be a little use for “Dx-ing.” The 
authors intended to use these 
antenna’s for initial contacts 
and point to point local work 
only. Multi-band arrays are now 
under construction for “Dx-ing.” 
These arrays will be yagis or 
rhombics. With the present horn, 
K4ISH who is a Flight Engi- 
neer with National Airlines, Mi- 
ami, Florida has heard Tampa 
DME signal across state. Initial 
receiver operation was set up 
on Miami DME signal which is 
about 100mce. 


Times wire T4-50 cable was 
used at both the authors QTH’s. 
This cable, by rough calculations 
exhibited about 5 db attenuation 
per 100 foot. All other trans- 
mission line tried, even the so 
called low loss polyform strand- 
ed center conductor cable was 
almost a perftct attenuator at 
1215 me. Radiation losses from 
open wire line were excessive 
even though the theoretical loss 
would be less than coaxial cable. 


With the increased capture 
area of larger antenna arrays 
the authors hope to create DX 
interest in Florida. 


Since the authors will most 
probably not have “micro wave 
associates” “Params” made 
available to hem, the moon 
bounce circuit is going to take 
a little time. However it will

RACES organizations in the 
' Florida counties with approved 
_ plans perform a variety of com- 
munications services for civil de- 
_fense. Communications networks 
e being provided for Auxiliary 
lice, Transportation Service, 
’ Radiological monitoring teams, 
_ Administrative Liaison, Command 
| Communications and many other 
service functions for civil de- 
_ fense operations. 
The organization of networks 
under a RACES plan should sup- 
plement or extend other means 
of communication available to the 
civil defense organization or pro- 
vide necessary communications 
for which no other means exist. 
One of the requirements in a 
RACES plan is that it must clear- 
_ ly indicate that the entire county 
and all the municipalities therein 
are to be served by the networks 
established in the plan. 
| The development of fully op- 
erating RACES networks in all 
counties is of prime importance 
'to the advance of civil defense 
eapabilities within the state. 
| These networks should conduct 
' regular drills and exercises and 
_must remain active in order to 
' maintain their licensing. Every 
| opportunity should be taken to 
_ perform public service and under 
' no circumstance is RACES to be 


_classed as a stand-by service.

ould be developed as highly mo- 
bile or portable systems, with the 
| very minimum of fixed stations. 
| It will be the ability of a com-

—follow established operating 
practices. 
5. Use “break.” The letters 


BK don’t mean “back” as is 
supposed by many Novice opera- 
tors. They mean “break” and the 
listening operator he is working 
is expected to come back with 
BK without having to give end- 
less calls of each station back 
and forth at each transmission. 
Station calls are required only 
every ten minutes. The use of 


“break” adds a lot to more

PART II; “THE STORY 
OF THE TRANSATLANTICS” 


(Last month we learned of the 
early attempt and failure of the 
first transatlantic tests in Febru- 
ary 1921, and so continuing our 
RCE Vets ee) 


“To Try Again” 


“And so the matter of addi- 
tional tests was taken up with 
Mr. Philip R. Coursey, assistant 
editor of “The Radio Review,” 
London, who had managed the 
British end of the first tests, 
and he, finding British amateurs 
desirous of giving the game a 
second go too, kindly agreed to 
look after the reception end, 
which this year was perhaps to 
include France and Holland too. 
Plans went forward during 1921 
and a brief announcement ap- 
peared in July QST, while an 
open invitation to all amateurs 
to enroll for the preliminary tests 
was published on page 12 of QST 
for September, in which the plan 
was explained and registration 
form appended. 

About this time our First Na- 
tional A.R.R.L. Convention was 
held in Chicago and our Board of 
Direction had a meeting there at 
which plans for the forthcoming 
tests were considered. 

Since we were tackling the job 
we wanted to do a real good job 
of it and avoid any chances of 
a second failure. The desirability 
arose, then, of sending an Ameri- 
can listener to Britain to sup- 
plement the efforts of the British 
amateurs, not only so that some 
comparisons might be made of 
the relative sensitivity of Ameri- 
can and British amateur appara- 
tus but also for a much more im- 
portant reason—it would then be 
possible to make the tests demo- 
cratic, as befits our organization, 
for if only picked stations were 
to transmit on schedule, obvious- 
ly the number would be limited, 
whereas, if we could have an 
A.R.R.L. man there, one used to 
twirling a mean variometer all 
night long, the tests could be 
made a great popular event with 
free-for-all periods in which the 
whole country could be invited 
to participate. This idea was fav- 
orably considered and funds were 
appropriated to send a man to 
England to make it possible. 


An invitation was extended 
Mr. Paul F. Godley (2ZE), of 
Montclair, N. J., to undertake 
the mission in the name of Amer- 
ican Amateur Radio, and he was 
kind enough to accept. Mr. God- 
ley is the man who first adapted 
the Armstrong regenerative cir- 
cuits to short wave work; he orig- 
inated the variometer regenera-

tors which have made possible 
the wonderful short-wave DX 
work of American amateurs since 
1914; and he was chosen to go ov- 
erseas because in the unanimous 
opinion of the Board he was 
America’s most expert operator 
in the practical reception 
of short wave signals. Let 
it be clearly understoond that 
an American representative was 
not sent merely because we feared 
the English amateurs weren’t able 
to get us with their equipment; 
instead it was in order that the 
tests might be expanded into a 
big popular event without asking 
the British amateurs to stay up 
all night every night; and Mr. 
Godley went over as an auxiliary 
to the British efforts. The French 
magazine “La T.S.F. Moderne,” 
commenting on the arrangements, 
suggests that we feared the Bri- 
tish weren’t sufficiently the hard- 
boiled owls, but that wasn’t it. In- 
cidently, fellows, you ought to 
see the French for boiled owls: 
“des oiseaux nocturnes durs a 
cuire,” literally, “nocturnal birds 
hard to cook.” Have a hi wid us on 
tt, you tough nocturnal ornithic 
persons! The big idea was to 
make sure that American signals 
got thru to Britain, so that the 
possibilities of transocean ama- 
teur work might be helped along, 
and that is why Godley was 
sent!”

TIP’S TIPS 


Back in 1958 Al Budlong made 
the statement that single side- 
band had grown from 2 fascinat- 
ing technical delight into the 
most modern and effective mode 
of radiotelephony. It would seem 
that the strides apparent in the 
few years since then have prov- 
en that the word ‘most’ should 
in somenow be changed to ‘only.’ 
Of course, in some ways, it is 2d- 
mittedly a more difficult techni- 
que than other forms of phone 
to an ephemeral extent, but its 
inherent advantages are so ob- 
vious that the Armed Forces 
are revamping toward it exclu- 
sively, all major warning services 
demand it and, with it, function 
in a manner of precision hereto- 
fore unknown in spot communi- 
cations. It is already the required 
mode for Civil Defense by 1963. 

The Amateur has always prided 
himself, and the League as well, 
that practically all advances in 
electronic theory and _ practice 
have stemmed in at least 2 ma- 
jor part from the reaserach of the 
fraternity as a whole. The rec- 
ord proves this to be essentially 
true, so why do we have so many 
of our number lagging sclong 
using potties under their beds 
when Mr. Paar’s water closets 
are just down the hall? This is 
progress? 

The excuse that SSB is too ex- 
pensive is utterly ridiculous. Ex- 
ponents of this hokum can be 
found buying $350 receivers on 
time while they stay on AM when 
for less cost they could be estab- 
lishing themselves on sideband 
in a primary fashion prepared to 
build modern as their savings or 
resources dictate. Each QST or 
CQ for that matter, brings forth 
more and more SSB gear that is 
available at prices any working 
ham can afford today — if he 
can afford to be on the air with 
any useful success at all. 

An examination of the appara- 
tus available to Amateurs with 
their proper rights earned by 
license to tune, shift frequency 
and change bands is one of elec- 
tronic euphoria when compared 
to the units offered to the horde 
of Citizens Banders who pay fan- 
tastic prices for commercial con- 
coctions that many of us could 
build from a first class junk box. 
Yet, this thriving ant hill is 
growing by injection to such pro- 
portion that many commercial de- 
signers are beginning to spend 
more time planning for this on- 
slaught of the uneducated mass 
than are for us, the pioneers — 
AND, most of them are fellow 
hams, Lord love ’em. Watch out 
for engulfment! 

Diehards! When you do finally 
come to sideband forget all you 
ever knew about audio. If you 


VHF IN FLORIDA 


What is probably the first two 
way amateur communication in 
Florida on 1215MC was accom- 
plished November 30, 1961 at 
2015EST by K4QCK and K4ISH, 
both in the Miami area. They re 
port S9 signals over a 12 mil 
path. Dozens of such contacts 
have been made since, always 
with S9_ signals. Equipment 
used was APX-6’s_ for trans- 
mitting and receiving and cylin- 
darical cone antennas. They are 
now working on multi-bay arrays 
and would like to hear from any- 
one within 100 miles interested 
in 1296MC work. They are mov- 
ing to this frequency. 


W4VTJ in Lantana, has very 
effectively demonstrated that it 
doesn’t take a full gallon on 2 
meters to work real DX on this 
band. Running approximately 100 
watts he has been able to work 
into Jacksonville regularly the 
past few weeks during good and 
bad conditions. This has been 
done before over this 300 mile 
span but not with the low power 
and effectiveness that Jay has 
demonstrated. This further proves 
that 90 percent of this VHF is 
a real good antenna. 


The placing of OSCAR into 
orbit around December 11th has 
created a high amount of inter- 
est among VHFers. The familiar 
dit dit dit dit dit dit is being 
received loud and clear jus 
slightly below 145MC as it passe 
over. Word is that bigger and 
better OSCARS will be launched. 
Also another ECHO launching is 
being planned which will be larg- 
er and in a lower orbit. 144MC 
communications over 1500 miles is 
expected from this one. 


cannot afford a scope, or sadder 
still are not properly able to 
read one, look for an operator 
you can really trust. Check his 
signal for quality, for good sup- 
pression on the opposite side and 
be sure he has dead air between 
each speech burst. Tell him that 
you are new and want to check 


out your signal — and mean it. 
If he is a real sidebander he can 
help you most constructively 


without anything but his ear and 
a good receiver. Remember, when 
he keeps on saying — “Cut back 
your audio gain” over and over 
again just stick with him until 
you swear you aren’t putting out 
a sound. About that time he’ll 
say — “Now we’re getting some- 
where — just a little more — 
THERE thats perfect!” If you be- 
lieve and stay with that reading, 
the n you have a good chance o 
becoming a good _ sidebander 
Otherwise, well — Hawdy Lid!!

Incidently there my be 
some who find it rough reading 
this “fine print” but I betcha the 
DX hounds, traffic men and 
AREC/RACES enthusiasts have 
very little trouble whatsoever in 
digesting EVERYTHING printed 
in QST and this includes the 
wishing section also.

Incidently don’t look down your 
nose at the material contained in 
these sections such as the AREC/ 
RACES, Trafic Topics, etc. Most 
of the material contained therin 
originates with hams just like our 
selves. Read it sometime and dis- 
cover that there really are other 
fields of interest besides your 
own — other hams that flip over 
their current hobby stimulant. 
Who knows — ham radio may 
prove to be even more interesting 
than it has been for you in the 
past. . 


The lack of interest in ARRL 
politics, generally speaking, can 
best be shown by example.

I won’t say anything that isn’t 
nice about a top ham. Remember 
when Art ran against Moss for 
vice director? Did you notice the 
total number of votes cast in 
THAT election somewhere 
close to five hundred I beilieve 
_I quote from memory only. Do 
you know approximately how 
many ARRL members there are 
in Eastern Florida Section alone? 
I estimate better than 1800. You 
can get the exact figure from 
ARRL if interested. Now, add to 
that figure the number of ARRL 
members in the other sections in 
the Southeastern Division and 
you will have some idea of the 
apathy encountered during ANY 
of these elections — if we are 
fortunate enough to obtain nomi- 
nees. 


Do you know how HARD it is 
to obtain the required number of 
signatures to a petition nomina- 
ting YOU as a candidate for an 
ARRL office? Let’s use lil ole 
me for a recent example: First, 
heard that John Porter wouldn’t 
run again for SCM. Had enough 
of it cuz it’s a rough job. Then 
along comes QST (and I had no 
trouble coming across it) with 
notice that nominations were 
open. They were even nice enough 
to draw a picture tellmg me what 
I should do. I grabbed the phone 
and called several of my club as- 
sociates who I knew were qual- 
ified and asked how they felt 
about nominating me for the 
job. All answers were affirma- 
tive. A day and a half later I 
had all signatures in the mail— 


and this well ahead‘of the cut off 
date. Well suh, figgered I didn’t 
have’much ofa chance — so many 
more better qualified for the job 
and better known old time 
Florida hams and one of these 
would wind up with the job. Sur- 
prised? You bet I was — and 
rather disappointed also. I now 
had: the feeling that I was hold- 
ing the sack in’ a job that no one 
else -wanted -— and I guess it 
was true at that. 

Maybe I’ve’ usea too many 
words telling you what I mean 
but I hope my point has been 
made in such a way that it will 
stick — just a little bit. Get 
interested in your organization— 
be prepared to do your part in 
it’s government if only to fill out 
and mail that ballot that is sent 
to you when there are at least 
two opponents battling it out for 
the job. No sense of course in 
sending out ballots if there is no 
opposition — and — if there is 
don’t. blame anyone else but your- 
self — yes YOU not Joe Ham 
across town.

Seriously, unless we do some- 
thing constructive on our bands 
TODAY, our little ole ham radio 
can soon be on it’s way out, as 
a minority hobby. The old timers 
sense this, witness the fewer, 
and fewer “W” calls heard each 
day. Our only salvation is the 
public service and good-will we 
can give the nation and our com- 
munity. Im sure we all know 
this and no lecture is needed on 
this subject. 


What I do want to talk about 
is, “More Intelligent Use of Our 
Bands,” as opposed to this new 
attitude, “I Was HERE First!” 
It is true, Nets must have a net 
frequency. We must realize that 
nets operated with a purpose are 
performing a humanitarian ser- 
vice, and if operated properly 
tie in a large segment of stations 
which might be all over the band, 
even on TOP of YOU. No offi- 
cial sanction has ever been given 
to any net in the amateur bands, 
that I know of. By popular use 
and with popular consent, over 
these many years, Florida has 
“enjoyed” a few private (7?) 
frequencies, which we have called, 
“Our Net Frequencies.” Let’s not 
abuse this privilege when the 
net is not in operation; being a 
net operator does not entitle us 
to private use of same, just to 
keep the frequency hot from 
someone else. A polite QSY, in- 
stead of cranking up the power, 
will be a lot better on every- 
bodies ulcers. 


Now the most deplorable part 
of our present predicament of 
crowded bands is that apparent- 
ly we do not realize that a rapid- 
ly growing segment of our na- 


oh 


tions electronic hobby seekers 
are going CB instead of ham ra- 
dio. Legal or not-legal, they are 
persuing this mode of communica- 
tions as a hobby. They are de- 
manding more power 2S a cure 
for their own interference. Worse, 
they are asking for more frequen- 
cies, our frequencies. They can’t 
do this? If put to a vote, their su- 
periority in numbers and utiliza- 
tion of their present frequencies, 
might surprise you. We have come 
a long way since 1912, we have 
worked hard to hold the few fre- 


_ quencies we still hold. Remember, 


we once had command of every- 
thing below 200 meters (1500kc). 
We got bumped around a little 
with our 40 meter band, but man- 
aged to hang onto most of it. 
What happened to the upper end 
of the 10 meter band, 29.7 to 30 
me? What became of 14.4 mc? 
How about the whole 160 meter 
band in Florida And now the sore 
spot, our old 11 meter band. Why 
did we lose it? What good was 
it? Well, 200,000 CBs think it’s 
pretty attractive, and so do the 
manufacturers, and so do our 
dealers, and they will admit it 
out loud. Wished we could have 
thought of dividing it up in 
“spot” frequencies and occupy- 
ing the whole band instead of 
hanging on the low end, or the 
high end, where all the pile-ups 
are. 


Remember now, we still do this. 
Listen on any UHF band. Where 
is everybody Why — the low end 
of course. Most of us would ra- 
ther be caught dead than off the 
same old frequency everybody 
else uses. I suppose you could call 
it a good-neighbor policy for 
everyone to get on the same fre- 
quency and chew the fat with the 
whole gang. Far be it from me 
to want to bust up a lot of happy 
families. But, are we happy? 
Don’t we get a little tired of the 
same old stuff, on the same old 
frequency? Let’s move around a 
bit and. occupy the band. Maybe 


more HF boys will see the light 
and come up and see us more of- 
ten. This goes for all bands as 
well, let’s get out of these pile- 
up areas and leave them for the

DX boys. 


No place to go? The bands full 
up? Your looking for DX any- 
way Brother, DX is where you 
find it, words get around fast. 
Remember, YOU ARE DX to 
somebody else, if he is far enough 
away. He is just as eager to lo- 
cate you and he probably has a 
lot more patience. The trick is 
to let it be known in DX circles 
that you use this thing called a 
“key,” you know, CW. He'll pro- 
bably think you are a “vanish- 
ing american” but he will be eager 
to look for you if he knows where 
to look. 


Spend a little time listening on 
each of the bands, learn to feel 
how band conditions are from 
day to day. Dont get frantic and 
jump on the first pile-up you 
hear and start calling a hundred 
CQs. Remember, some of the 
best DX is when the band is 
going dead, or is it really dead? 
Try this on’,15 in the late and 
early evening, take turns snoop- 
ing for elusive DX if you want, 
but most of all enjoy our hobby 
to the fullest extent. Learn to use 
our bands intelligently, and 
spread the word to your friends. 


Skip conditions being like they 
are, if all Florida should heed this 
warning and flock to the lower 
end of each “Dead Band” for lo- 
cal rag chews, what do you sup- 
pose this would sound like sever- 
al thousand miles away? (should 
the band open) Selfishly, we 
think of only ourselves. DO YOU 
REALLY WANT TO CO-OPER- 
ATE? Do you want to open the 
bands and insure that we keep 
them? For lack of a better name 
I would like to-call this idea the 
Skip Plan, or better yet, “The 
Florida Skip-plan.” 


THE PLAN 


-Amateurs in Florida who want 
to rag chew and test with the lo- 
cal gang, stay off the bands where 
out of state signals are normally 
heard at the time. Move down to 
the 10 meter band when it is 
generally thought to be dead at 
the time. Select a frequency end- 
ing in your county number, such 
as 28.001, 28.101, 28.201, 28.301, 


‘looks diffiéult? Go out and loo 


28.301, 28.401, 28.501; 28.601, 
28.701, 28.801, 28.901, 29.001; 
29.101, 29.201, 29.301, 29.401,% 
29.501, 29.601 MC for Dade Coun- 
ty, or a frequency ending in “2” 
for Duval County, ete. THINK 
OF IT! 17 clear channels for each 
county of our 67 counties. This 


at your car license plate. Your 
number starts with “7?” You. 
must live in Orange County and _ 
you use the Skip Plan frequency 
ending in “7.” Now suppose you~ 
are not entirely happy with this 
plan, since you hear all 17*clear 
channels being occupied and you 
insist on staying on 10 meters, 
though you know the plan will 
work on 15 equally well. Here is 
the alternate plan; count down 7 
ke from each 100 ke, and park on c 
a frequency ending in 93 ke. This 
system will work in the 32 larg- 
est counties (including Indian 
River County), making a total of 

34 clear channels for each of the 
most populated counties in the 
state. 


It is true, lke separation of 


counties, can not be termed a 
“clear channel, on most phone 
signals. Skip being like it is, 


there is not much chance of ad- 
jacent channel] interference from 
the next county. That DX sta- 
tion will probably only hear the 
station in the most favored 
“skip-zone” and at least should 
be able to separate one of you 
from the heard. Let’s use our God 
Given intelligence and adopt thi: 
plan and make it work, if nothin | 
else- to save our 10 meter band. 
Unfortunately, Hillsbough, Pine- 
llas and Polk are a little close to 
each other in frequency as well 
as Geographic, but from past ex- 
perience you can depend on them 
to be co-operative, to wit: Hurri- 
cane Donna and Hurricane SET. 

Now let’s adopt these new fre- 
quencies in our respective coun- 
ties for local rag chews and local 
relay traffic. Bring on your kilo- 
watt if you must, bring on your 
side-band; you may help us open 
the band sooner and get so tangl- 
ed in DX, you will forget to re- 
turn to old QRM Alley. Should 
you be prowling around #64 fre- 
quency/channel/county, and hear 
someone thru the skip- there’s no 
law says you can’t work cross- 
channel from any other county on 
this frequency. In fact, this would 
be quite a feat to work all coun- 
ties on 10. Let’s put this “Skip 
Plan” to work before these 
“nervous-on-the-trigger” boys get 
in there and start dividing the 
band into channels of their own. 
I am dead serious. My thanks to 
K2JHW, for the FB eartoon 
which I give my title, “I Wa 
Here First.” Now let’s not rm 
a personnal claim to these county 
frequencies, but use them intelli- 
gently, and QSY when the other 
fellow crowds us.

The purpose of this contest is 
to increase the number of con- 
firmed countries to the credit 
of Florida DX’ers. 
Requirements to Enter: 


1. Be a resident of Florida. 

2. Submit the NUMERICAL 
total of your countries worked 
and confirmed. 

3. Submit by prefiv and coun- 
try name your UNCONFIRMED 
list as of the date you send in 
the list. 

4. Have the desire to increase 
your total countries confirmed. 


Scoring and Awards: 

The December QST lists 315 as 
the greatest number of countries 
confirmed on the DXCC honor 
roll. It is interesting to note that 
on phone only the total is 314, 
so it appears that opportunities 
to work DX are open to all! 


Your total UNCONFIRMED 
will be subtracted from the num- 
ber 315. This figure is your 
potential. 

The operator cinfirming the 
greatest number of new coun- 
tries by November Ist, 1962 ver- 
sus his potential will be award- 
ed a prize. 


Examples of scoring: 

W4LVV in Miami is listed in 
the DXCC standings of Decem- 
ber 1961 QST at 280 confirmed. 
Subtracting 280 from 315 gives 
us LVV’s potential of 35. Let 
us suppose that Chuck works 
12 of these “new ones” and re- 
ceives QSL’s from them. 12/35 
ths equals 34.3% ... that’s his 
score. 

W4TK in Jacksonville has 160 
confirmed . . . subtracting from 
315 gives Bob’s potential of 155. 
If Bob gets in there and really 
churns up the water and works 
46 new ones and gets their cards 
he will finish with a score of 
46/155 or about 30% ... a little 
more and he would have equalled 
LVV’s score. 

Now let’s take a lowly opera- 
tive like W4QVJ ... don’t waste 
your time looking for his score 
in the DXCC listings because 
he’s not even on the board as 
yet. He has 85 confirmed ... 
subtracting from 315 shows his 
potential’ tto sbes230;a.) 3 7.4 he 
should be able to work a load 
of these you say and should be 
able to win the contest 
well he would have to work 80 
new ones and GET THEIR 
CARDS in order to score 34.7% 
ahead of W4LVV. 

So there are three examples 


using stations at the top of the 
standings, middle and way down. 

The station that has a low 
confirmed figure has more po- 
tential but has to work a great 
many more countries. The man 
sitting way up high has fewer 
possibilities but in order to score 
he doesn’t have to work as many.

RADAR DOUBTFUL IN 
ICE DETECTION 


Tests made last year by he 
International Ice Patorl show 
that radar is a doubtful. aid to 
ships in detecting icebergs. A 
report by the Patrol stressed that 
as a radar reflector, an iceberg 
is only one-sixtieth as efficient 
as a ship of comparable size, an \, 
that actually sea water is a i 
ter reflector than ice. Four miles 
is the maximum that an iceberg 
could be detected.
